We should do good to our sinter 
housekeepers and in writing urge 
the busy 'over-worked wife and 
mother to consider the health of tbe 
family first, and above all to look 
out for herself, to not make a ner- 
vous wreck of herself. We expect 
a clean cellar in the home of a good 
housekeeper, but I know by experi- 
ence that we forget to have it aired 
as often as it should be. No doubt 
much of the malaria in families 
arise irom the neglect of the cellar. 
The cellar air penetrates through 
floors and living room and hence 
we need to be so careful. The 
floors and walls should be swept 
this time of the year— tbeu white- 
washed. To keep it pure and 
healthy put in an iron vessel, un- 
slaked lime with a lump of charcoal 
in it and wash the walls with a 
weakened solution of copperas 
water.
